A copy of the patents listed below is 
provided for review by the Examiner. Applicant has become aware of these references and is 
disclosing them in an abundance of caution to ensure ftill compliance with Applicant's duty of 
candor and good faith.

the information cited in the Statement is, or is considered to be, material to patentability as ^, 
defined in § 1.56(b). 

The Misumi catalogue page 171 shows a stepped ejector sleeve. Catalogue pagel72 
states that "Stepped Ejector Sleeves are available at 0.4mm thickness." The Misumi catalogue 
does not disclose a sleeve having (1) a thickness between thirty and forty thousandths of an inch 
or (2) a sleeve having a thin, metallic lubricious coating. 

The Misumi catalogue pages 903-04 disclose positioning screw plugs. A screw plug is 
shown on page 904 as a "locking plug" to adjust a center pin (also commonly known as a core 
pin). The screw plug is shown mounted in a stationary press plate of a mold. The mounting plug 
is not shown mounting an ejector pin or ejector sleeve, nor is it shown mounted in the ejector 
plate of the mold. Still further, the Misumi catalogue doe not show a combination of a screw 
plug, sleeve and sleeve extension. 

The HASCO catalogue shows an extension rod for use with ejector pins and sleeves. The 
extension rod has a screw on cap for capturing and retaining the pin or sleeve. The Hasco 
catalogue doe not disclose an extension device having a slot structure on one end for receiving an 
ejector sleeve. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,644,833 discloses an ejector coated with a thin, lubricious coating. The 
*833 patent does not disclose a thin, walled ejector sleeve or coating such a sleeve. 

U.S. PgPub 2002001 18825 discloses coating an ejector with a thin, lubricious coating 
including compositions including alloys of nickel such as a nickel, phosphorus, 
polytetrafluourethylene (PTFE) alloy. The '825 PGpub does not disclose a thin wall ejector 
sleeve or coating such as a sleeve. 

The cited references are not believed to disclose or suggest the subject matter recited in 
the pending claims of the above-identified application. It is therefore beUeved that the claimed 
subject matter is patentably distinguishable over these references.
